The entire police force was called be- 
1 fore the Board of Public S a f e t y Friday 
evening and given some very positive 
instructions as to how the work of that 
I departm ent should be conducted, 
It is 
said th a t the ‘‘c a llin g ” was the result 
of several complaints which have been 
filed during the past few* months. 
The night policemen were informed 
last night th a t they should give the 
i routes to which they are assigned closer 
! attention, and hereafter each officer will 
1 be held responsible for the law viola- 
i tions which occur in his district while he 
is on duty, 
According to the rules of 
th e poliee departm ent the city is divid­ 
ed into two districts, one north and one 
south of the B. & O. S-W. railroad 
I tracks, and to each of these sections 
j one officer is assigned. 
I t is reported 
th a t for some tim e the officers have not 
patrolled these districts as regularly as 
th e y should according to th eir orders 
from the chief of police. 
Under the in­ 
structions as given last night, the police 
will endeavor to report a t the police 
station once every hour, so t h a t calls 
which come into the office can be a n s­ 
wered more quickly. 
The policemen were requested to read 
carefully the penal ordiances of the city 
th a t they m ay know of all ordinances. 
The members of the board of safety 
said th a t there were many laws which 
should be more rigidly enforced tor the 
benefit of the citizens. 
One law to which especial attention 
was called was t h a t regulating the speed 
of automobiles iii the city limits. 
Ac­ 
cording to the law upon this subject, 
a machine may be driven at a speed not 
exceeding eight miles an hour in the 
business districts and twelve miles an 
hour

districts.

stated, however, th a t the 
speed was very low and tho u g h t th a t a 
machine should bo allowed to travel at 


a rea so n a b le speed, but the policemen 
were instructed to arrest any driver who 
went through the city at an excessive 
rate of speed.

mother in the long years of her widow­ 
hood never permitted it to attain, and 
he gave London a livelier note after 
the official year of mourning for Queen 
Victoria was ended. 
The queen died at Osborne, Isle ot 
Wight, on .Ian. 22. 1901, at half-past six 
In the evening, and Edward took the 
oath the nex t day before the privv 
council and was proclaimed king. 
His 
coronation was set for the early part 
of the summer of 1902. when the Lon­ 
don season was at its height and all 
preparations were made for it. 
Lon 
don was thronged with visitors. 
West 
minster Abbey was turned over for the 
occasion to the custody of the earl 
marshal of England, the Duke of Nor 
folk. 
It was so transformed by the 
decorators 
that 
the 
devoted 
Dean 
Bradley ex claimed: 
“ It is not the ab 
bey, it’s a circus, a circus.” 
At the last minute, almost, the an 
nouncement was made that the king’s 
health, which had been poor for some 
little time, would not permit the festiv 
ltles planned and the coronation was 
postponed until Aug. 9. 
The king had 
appendicitis. 
He had to undergo the 
usual operation and he came within ar 
ace of dying. 


Pre p a ra tio n Fo r Kin g sh ip . 
The “Roaring Royal Boy," as Punch 
in glee and triumph dubbed the future 
king on his first appearance at Buck 
Ingham palace on Nov. 9. 1841, was 
the first sovereign of the house ol 
Sax e-Coburg and Gotha, his father 
Prince Albert, having been only prince 
consort 
to Queen 
Victoria. 
As 
is 
pretty generally known, fne king all 
his life spoke English with a German 
accent. He equally spoke German with 
an English one. The nation was great 
ly concerned over his early education 
It was finally determined that it should 
be put under the direction of the Rev 
Henry Mildred Birch. 
When he began 
to study 
he was already Prince of 
Wales, the title having been conferred 
on him when he was only four weeks 
old. 
When the prince was ten years 
old Mr. Birch was succeeded by Fred 
erick W. Gibbs, who continued in sup 
erintendence for seve.al years. 
After 
a continental tour which he took ini 
mediately upon his legal coming of age j 
at eighteen years, the prince settled, 
down to a serious course of study at 
Edinburg, 
and 
England 
complained 
that he was being over-educated and 
that life was being made too serious 
for him. Later he went to Ox ford and 
listened to lectures for a year, afte* 
which lie matriculated at Cambridge 
and was in residence there for three 
years. 
Queen Victoria had been asked tc 
visit Canada after the Crimean war 1 
but she sent the prince instead in 1860 
Wh^n he had concluded his official 
duties In Canada the prince resumed 
the incognito of his first European tom 
and visited the United States as Baron 
Renfrew. 
He visited Detroit, Chicago 
and St. Louis, participated in a prairie 
hunt, went to Washington, paid a visit 
to Mt. Vernon, went on to Richmond: 
and then to New York. 
The nex t year Albert Edward met 
the Princess Alex andra, daughter of 
the heir designate to the throne of 
Denmark, and they fell in love, the 
romantic match meeting the great ap 
proval of the English people. 
They j 
wrere married on March 10, 1863, a 
few months later, the prince being at 
that time so romantic that he had sere 
naded his betrothed often during the 
courtship. 
The princess’s father, the 
late Christian IX., had in the mean 
time ascended the Danish throne. 
The new Princess of Wales immedi­ 
ately won the heart of the English na­ 
tion. mainly by her attitude toward the 
people themselves. 
Their affection for i 
her Increased later through a sympa ' 
thy which they felt for her when they 
believed that the prince’s gallantries 
had caused her sore grief. 
This affec 


a great patron < î the stage. His tastes 
were catholic, and in his democracy 
he used to enjoy much as prince to 
ride about London in hansom cabs, al­ 
though he had a splendid stable that 
took $125,000 a year and the work of 
forty men to keep up. 
As a yachts­ 
man he was known everywhere. 
He 
followed the news of the world always 
and spoke German, French. Italian and 
Russian besides English. 
His fond­ 
ness for handsome women is too well 
known to require more than mention 
He was the chief Free Mason. 
He was 
elected grand master of the Free Ma­ 
sons in England in 1874. and the nex t 
year was installed as first principal of 
the Royal Arch Free Masons. He orig­ 
inated the Royal College of Music and 
established a fund for the study of 
cancer and the search for its cure. He

It may well be that the burden of 
anx iety in this connection hastened his 
end. 
As Victoria’s last hours were 
crowded by the dark shadow of the* 
South African war, so King Edward in 
his closing days was harassed by a 
fierce constitutional conflict which he 
bequeaths for solution to 
a young man 
far less acquainted than his father 
with matters of state. 
The king breathed his last at 11:45 
Friday night in the presence of her 
majesty Queen Alex andra, the Prince 
and Princess of Wales, the princesses 
royal, the Duchess of Fife, Princess 
Victoria, and Princess Louise, duchess 
of Argyll. 
As no official announce­ 
ment was posted outside the palace or 
declaration made, the waiting crowd 
was for some rime in ignorance that 
the end had come. 
The Prince and 
Princess of Wales and nearly all the 
other members of the royal family left 
the palace within half an hour of the 
king’s death and the people interpret­ 
ed this as a hopeful sign. 
It was not 
until the reporters, who had been of­ 
ficially notified by Lord Knollys, the 
king’s private secretary, had passed 
the word around that the w atchers1 
knew that all was over. 
Notwithstanding the grave bulletins 
that had been issued, tlie nows fell 
heavily on the anx ious crowd, who had 
hoped against hope. They received the 
tidings with every manifestation of 
keen regret. 
The news readied the 
public over the tickers just as the 
theater supper crowds were leaving 
the restaurants. 
Silence fell upon the 
crowds who went sorrowfully home. 
London was anx ious all day. 
The 


sudden news of the king’s grave ill­ 
ness came as a blow, because his maj­ 
esty was reported to have returned 
from Biarritz in fair health. 
All day 
crowds 
loitered 
about 
Buckingham 
palace and the Mansion House in the 
city, where the physicians’ bulletins 
were displayed. 
Financial London was gravely inter­ 
ested in the startling 
news of the

prince of Wales and earl of Chester, 
duke of Cornwall, earl of Dublin, duke 
of York, earl of Inverness and Baron 
Killarnev, who by the death of Edward 
VII., becomes king of England, pre­ 
sumably as George 
V.. was born at 
Marlborough House, London, on June 
3, 1865. 
He was the second son of thé 
late king, his elder brother, Duke of 


Clarence, having been born in Novem­ 
ber, 1863. 
With his brother, the then 
heir apparent to the throne, he receiv­

The physicians could not in­ 
duce him to withdraw his mind from 
considering the affairs of state. 
He 
often petulantly observed that he was 
unable to rest because be could not 
withdraw his mind from consideration 
of the political situation. 
“I cannot rest," his 
majesty ex ­ 
claimed several times, “because I am 
thinking of these terrible political sit­ 
uations. I cannot stop in bed. 
I must 
be up.” 
For some rime before death the king 
was unconscious, lying in a comatose 
state. 
The king passed a fairly quiet night. 
Early in the morning the members of 
his and the queen’s suite were hopeful 
the day would bring a favorable turn 
to his illness. 
Early visitors to the 
palace were informed that he was mak­ 
ing fair progress, but when later the 
physicians made an ex amination of the 
illustrious patient, it became quickly 
apparent that his condition was verg 
ing upon critical. 
The iGng had in 
sisted upon rising from bed and dress 
ing, and he received the physicians 
sitting in a chair. 
The actual complaint from which 
his majesty suffered was an asthmatic 
cardiac affection, and as usual in such 
cases, ox ygen had been administered 
to him at intervals since Thursday 
night. 
The medical ex amination was 
first directed toward possible comph 
cations in the throat. 
It had been 
feared that an operation would be nec­ 
essary, but these fears were ground­ 
less. 
The general condition of his 
majesty was such, however, that the 
gravest fears were entertained by his 
doctors, and this they indicated in a 
bulletin at 10:30. 
There is no doubt that the king 
caught the chill which developed so 
fatally during his week end visit at 
Sandringham for the purpose of in­ 
specting the changes which had been 
made in the house and grounds of his 
Norfolk home. 
Announcement of the death was im­ 
mediately transmitted to the ministry 
of foreign affairs and to the home of­ 
fice. 
The special staff of the foreign 
office flashed the intelligence to the 
British 
embassies 
throughout

world and to the chiefs of the colonial 
government. 
The only one of the 
king’s children who was not present at 
the deathbed was his daughter, the 
queen of Norway, who started for Lon­ 
don last night and will arrive Sunday.

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BEWARE OF SORGHUM FRAUDS 


Go vern men t .Calls 
Atten tio n to 
M is­ 
rep resen tatio n s by Seed Sellers. 
The United States department of ag­ 
riculture recently issued two bulletins 
relating 
to sorghum—a 
bulletin 
on 
"The 
History 
and 
Distribution 
of 
Sorghum” and a circular for free dis­ 
tribution on “Three Much Misrepre­ 
sented Sorghums.” 
The object of the 
latter is to set the people right con­ 
cern ing some mistakes and misrepre­ 
sentations. 
Recently an Oklahoma man has been 
selling at 50 cents a pound seed grain 
of what he calls “California wheat,” 
which lie declares will produce 200 to 
400 bushels per acre. 
The department 
s h o w s that this is a variety of sor­ 
ghum known 
a s shalln, which, after a 
thorough rest a few years ago, proved 
only about half as productive as Kaffir 
corn. 
It is also Inferior as a forage 
crop. 
The second of these “misrepresented 
sorghums” is a so called “chocolate 
corn." accounts of which have appear­ 
ed in the press at different times. The 
department announces that it never 
had any seed of “chocolate corn" for 
distribution and that the plants which 
have sometimes received that mime 
were simply 
varieties of sorghum, 
probably in most cases the Early Am­ 
ber sorgo. 
The sale of sorghum seed iu the 
south, under tlie name of Tex as seed­ 
ed ribbon cane, by certain seedsmen 
has led to much confusion and disap­ 
pointment. 
The use of the term "rib­ 
bon cane” is the cause of the trouble, 
since this is ttie popular name for the 
sugar cane of the south, which does 
not bear seed. 
The impression spread 
by advertisers of this seed was that 
j they were offering a variety of the 
sugar cane which would produce seed, 
and there was a large demand for this 
seed, which, in fact, was nothing more 
than "goose neck” sorghum. 
The de­ 
mand eventually ex hausted the supply 
of seed, and the seedsmen began filling 
j orders with other sorghum setsi. 
The 
| fraud w;is promptly ex posed by the 
1 department of agriculture, but the sale 
; of this seed continues. 
The depart- 
| ment urges that the name “seeded rib­ 
bon cane" be discontinued because it 
is misleading.

This made the Duke of York 
the heir apparent, and then the status 
of his alliance with the “Lady of Mal­ 
ta," as the woman concerned was gen­ 
erally referred to, became a matter of 
much importance. 
No question was 
involved as to the claims of her chil 
dren—it was generally believed that 
there were children bv this illegal mar­ 
riage—as the woman was not of a rank 
to entitle her legally to claim to be 
the wife of the Duke of York. 
Trouble arose, however, when the 
Duke of Y’ork did not readily fall in 
with the plan of Queen Victoria that 
he should 
marry Princess May of 
Teck. 
Rumor had it at the time that 
the Duke of York asked the advisers of 
the court to have his Malta marriage 
legalized by parliament. 
The wishes 
of Queen Victoria, which were shared 
by the then Princess of Wales, pre 
vailed, and in May, 1893. his engage­ 
ment to the Princess Mary was an­ 
nounced and their marriage took place 
July 6 in the chapel royal, St. James. 
Princess Mary, the new queen, was 
born in Kensington palace May 26 
1867. 
The English people generally 
speak of her as the Princess May. She 
is her husband’s cousin both on her 
father’s and mother’s side. 
Queen 
Victoria arranged while the Princess 
Mary was a baby for her marriage 
with the Duke of Clarence, and the 
young princess was educated as future 
queen of England. 
She developed 
some talent as an artist and her paint­ 
ings have been privately ex hibited and 
praised.

small plants with green tops from the 
ginseng hunters for a cent each.

have several hundred plants ranging 
In size from a rye straw to a good 
sized parsnip. 
A number of bunches 
found near the house in the forest 
were left standing and 
the others 
planted near about. 
While I have no 
hope of ever becoming a millionaire, I 
think I have a pretty fair thing of it. 
Anyway, I am out no money. 
When 
seeds ripen 1 stir up the soil with a 
hoe and plant them near the parent 
stalk, then lay brush over the bed and 
leave them alone. 
Sometimes after 
twelve or fifteen months there will be 
three tiny leaves showing up, still 
capped by the seed shell. 
In gathering 
the wild ginseng the best roots were 
found where the soil w as loose and 
moist on top, with a hard clay bed 
nnderneatb.

Port Limon, May 7.— The interior of 
Costa Rica has been devastated by 
earthquakes. 
Much of Cartago is in 
ruins. 
Conservative tabulations place 
the num ber of dead at 1,800. 
The country to the north and north­ 
east of San Jose has been cleaved 
open. 
Entire villages have been un­ 
dermined and lost in th*' maw of the 
quake. 
Telegraphic 
communication 
between Port Limon and San Jose was 
lost for twenty-four hours. 
As it is 
now, only a feeble line tells the story 
of death in the interior. 
Cartago probably has suffered the 
g reatest pecuniary loss. 
The Temple 
of Justice, erected by Andrew C arne­ 
gie. was bent to the ground, just as 
scores of humble huts surrounding it 
w'ere razed by the e a rth ’s twisting. 
It 
has been impossible to get the lull 
tru th of the loss that interior Costa 
Rica has suffered. 
It was in the moun­ 
tain country that the greatest damage 
was done, so far as lives are reck­ 
oned. 
Tile first estim ate of 500 dead 
is only a puny accounting of the list. 
The earthquake smote its worst blow' 
at noon on Wednesday. 
In the flash 
of an eye scores of buildings went 
down in Cartago. 
The Carnegie Pal- j 
ace of .Justice crumbled into dust. The 
earth opened beneath it. 
The Carmen 
church went in much the sam e man- I 
ner. 
In the mountain country there were 
scores of villages and humble settle­ 
m ents that dropped out of sight. 
The 
loss accruing from damage to banana 
and rubber plantations alone is enor­ 
mous. 
The first news of the calamity 
W'as brought to San Jose by couriers 
from the interior. 
From villages to 
the north and northw est there came 
the sam e story of death and devasta 
tion. 
Between Cartago and San Jose 
much the same condition prevails. 
No 
refugees have come in. 
There are no 
refugees. 
It seems, according to cour­ 
iers, as if death had suddenly stricken 
the entire country. 
Government tabulations 
from 
San 
Jose, accounted from the couriers’ re­ 
lations. place the number of dead at 
1.800. 
Probably it will run more than 
this number. 
Details are unobtainable here. 
An 
attem pt to get the names of towns de­ 
stroyed was futile. 
‘ Almost every­ 
thing is gone,” is the only response 
that specific queries bring. 
Port Limon was rocked with the 
earthquake, but there was no damage 
here.

An Expert Astronomer’s State* 


ment of What We May Expect 


from the Visit of This Wonder­ 


ful. Awe Inspiring Celestial Mon­ 


ster to Our Skies.

HE visit of Hailey’s comet to 
our skies Is an event for which 
we have been waiting for thir­ 
ty-seven years and more, for 
In 1873. when it had been retreating 
Into the depths of space ever since its 
last preceding appearance in 1835, it 
was at last brought up “with a round 
turn” by the sun's attraction and com­ 
pelled to start vfc»ack. 
While every mile of the way in with­ 
drawing from the sun’s light and heat 
It had equally withdrawn from its re­ 
straining power, yet even 500,000,000 
miles beyond our farthest known plan­ 
et that power was still real, though 
immensely reduced, and finally prevail­ 
ed over the comet’s momentum so that 
It was foiced to turn hack. 
It did it, 
like a runaway child, reluctantly, and. 
although with each mile of its return 
It has felt increase of attraction in the 
sun and lias thus been obliged toquick- 
en its pare steadily, it has nevertheless 
refused to rush straight to the sun’s 
bosom. 
Still retaining a fragment of 
that original momentum with which it 
came into our system ages ago no oue 
knows from where—it lias persistently

almost as eagerly rushing toward the 
comet, 
its speed 
being about 
1.150 
miles a »alnute. 
And though the two, 
on the 19th of April, were still 93.000,- 
000 miles apart, the combined move­ 
ment of earth and comet has been 
steadily filling up the great gap at the 
rate of foriy-tbree miles per second, 
and the great events that are to fol­ 
low the middle of May are consequent­ 
ly at hand. 
That there will be no collision is as 
evident as that an elevated train may 
safely cross a surface road above or 
a subway beneath. 
When the comet 
crossed the earth’s path early in March 
—for it is even now within our orbit— 
it was 15.000.000 miles above us, and 
when it will pass out beyond the same, 
May 26, it will be 0,000,000 miles below 
us. 
Professor W. II. Pickering esti­ 
mates that on the 18th of May we 


kIk iII be 14,300.000 miles distant from 
the cornet. 
From these figures a mil­ 
lion or two may be clipped in the day 
or two following. 
The brilliancy, too, 
of the comet will be greatest on the

assed “perihelion,” nearest the sun, 
as going its swiftest, 1,878 miles a 
ilnute, and determinedly rounding the 
irve to push on toward the earth, as 
to drive straight Into our orb and 
id all things for both bodies. 
At the 
ime time the earth was coming around 
s curve in the opposite direction and 


the moon unless it he a fleeting me­ 
teor, for the moon is the nearest celes­ 
tial body. Only three bodies can trans­ 
it the face of the sun—namely, the 
moon, thus causing an eclipse of the 
suu, and the inner planets Mercury 
and Venus. 
The last transit of Mer­ 
cury occurred in November, 1907. 
The 
last transit of Venus was observed 
Dec. 0, 1882. and the next will be seen 
June 8, 2004, this entire century pass­ 
ing without that most Interesting and 
significant phenomenon. 
But the bead 
of the comet will transit the face of 
the sun on the 18th of May. 


Where the Transit May Be Seen. 
This is made possible by a remark­ 
able combination of circumstances. For 
four months the comet has been north 
of the sun. 
On tlie very day that It 
passes it in going back from the morn­ 
ing to the evening sky it also passes 
south of the sun. 
This brings It di­ 
rectly across the sun’s face. 
Professor 
See says that this will take place be­ 
tween 7 p. m. and 1 a. m., eastern time. 
Professor Pickering names 9 p. m.. 
eastern time, as tlie hour. 
“Popular 
Astronomy” says that 11:19 p. m., east­ 
ern time, is the exact middle of the 
transit, hut that it lasts in its en­ 
tirety from 10:50 p. m. to 11:48 p. m. 
The center of the comet’s head will 
pass about four or five minutes of arc 
above the center of the sun’s disk, the 
diameter of the entire disk being thirty 
minutes. 
Now, it is manifest that, vastly im­ 
portant as tills event is. it will he en­ 
tirely invisible to a large part of hu­ 
manity by reason of the sun’s being 
below the horizon at the hour uamed.

were solid, like the moon; hut, though 
we are convinced that there is solid 
matter in it. being probably made up j 
of a mass of meteorites held together I 
by their mutual attraction, still we 
know it to he much more largely gas­ 
eous in its uature and shall have to 
wait and see whether it he sufficiently 
opaque to darken the sun or whether 
It is so transparent that the sun can 
shiue right through it as though a 
thin cloud. 
With a telescope having an object 
glass of fifteen inches in diameter a 
body of seventy miles In diameter at 
the distance of the comet wrould show 
black against the sun, and with high­ 
er power one of ton miles diameter 
would do the same. 
But it may be 
that those most favorably 
situated 
geographically will see just nothing at 
all. 
In all bistory there is but one re­ 
corded 
case of a 
comet 
transiting 
the sun s face, that of the great comet 
of 1882. 
When it reached the sun It 
disappeared eutlrely.

TRIBUTES TO 
MARK TWAIN. 


H u m o rist's C o u n try m e n Tell W h a t H i* 
Death M e a n s to Am ericans. 
When President Taft was informed 
of the death of Mr. Clemens he wrote 
personally this statement: 
“Mark Twain gave pleasure—real in 
tellectuai enjoyment—to millions, ami 
his works will continue to give such 
pleasure to millions yet to come. 
He 
never wrote a line that a father could 
not read to a daughter. 
Ills humor 
was American, but he was nearly as 
much appreciated by Englishmen and 
people of other countries as by his 
own countrymen. 
He has made an 
enduring part of American literature.“ 


The dealli of Samuel L. Clemens 
(Mark Twain) has meant to Ameri­ 
cans everywhere and in all walks of 
life what tin? death of no other Ameri­ 
can could have meant. 
His personali­ 
ty and his humor have been an in­ 
tegral part of American life for so 
long that it has seemed almost impos­ 
sible to realize an America without 
him. 
Something of this feeling is ex­ 
pressed in the tributes to his memory 
which, following hard upon his end, 
have come from all parts of the Unit­ 
ed States. 
Some of these tributes are 
printed below: 
William Lyon PliPlps, professor of 
English literature at Yule university: 
“The death of Mark Twain Is a very 
great loss to American letters. 
I re­ 
garded him as our foremost repre­ 
sentative in literature at the present 
day. 
‘Tom Sawyer’ and ‘Huckleberry 
Finn.’ his two masterpieces, will live 
for many years as illustrative of a 
certain [»base of American life.” 
Colonel Thomas Wentworth Higgin- 
son in Boston: “It is impossible to ex­ 
aggerate the loss to the country.” 
Mrs. Julia Ward Ilowe, now in her 
ninety-first year, in Boston: “The news 
of Mark Twain’s death will he sad to 
many people. He was personally high­ 
ly esteemed and much beloved, a mau 
of letters with a very genuine gift of 
humor and of serious thought as well.” 
Ilamlin Garland, novelist, in Chica­ 
go: “Mark Twain’s death marks the 
exit of a literary man \\ ho was as dis­ 
tinctly American as was Walt Whit­ 
man. 
Tiie work of most writers could 
he produced in any country, but I think 
we as well as everybody in foreign 
lands will look upon Twain’s work as 
being as closely related to this coun­ 
try as the Mississippi river itself. We 
who knew him personally hardly need 
to speak of him as a man, for all the 
world knew him. 
No one ever heard 
him speak without being inspired, and 
no one ever suw him without being 
proud of him.” 
George Ade, at Kentlnnd, Ind.: “ I 
read every line Twain wrote, for lie 
was a kind of literary god to me. 
His 
influence Inis already worked itself into 
the literature of our day. 
We owe 
much of our cheerfulness, simplicity 
and hope to him.” 
Booth Tarkington, at Indianapolis:
